The Occupation 
Tax

The local scene might b e describ ed as 
ra the r liv ely at the present lime. There are 
some issues' just getting started, some ab out 
finished and some that could go either way. 
Of the latter, we hope they are more nearly 
completed than they are b eginning. 
Off to a good start now are relationships 
b etween the city and Consumers Pub lic 
Power District as a re ­ 
sult of the latter’s deci­ 
sion to appeal the Dis­ 
trict Court decision le­ 
galizing the city’s 3 per 
cent occupation tax against the utility. Of 
course, the people of Lincoln and .Neb raska 
b y now’ should b e getting used to complica­ 
tions in anything that has to do with pub lic 
utilities. In fact, the word “ pub lic” is rapid­ 
ly b ecoming a misnomer a.s it seems to b e 
a remote part of any considerations b y of­ 
ficials running the power districts. 
The conflict which has arisen b etween the 
city of Lincoln and Consumers o\e r the 
occupation tax issue is an unfortunate one. 
Despite Consumers’ reasoning In the m at­ 
ter. we feel the conflict could hav e b een 
av oided and all interests b etter serv ed had 
the tax case b een left to stand at the Dis­ 
trict Court lev el. 
This case could well b e only the b eginning 
of q uite a long b attle ov er tax paym ents b y 
pub lic groups. The proposed constitutional 
am endm ent which authorizes the Legisla­ 
ture to impose a 5 per cent tax on Consum­ 
ers for the b enefit of gov ernmental sub div i­ 
sions in which it operates is not the most 
clear proposal ev er drafted. 


The proposal’s wording leav es unclear the 
status of things should the amendment b e 
approv ed b ut the Legislature fail to im ­ 
pose the tax as authorized to do. The q ues­ 
tion under such circum stances would b e 
w hether Consumers was then reliev ed of 
all b ut its com parativ ely insignificant in- 
lieu-of-tax paym ents. 
The constitutional 
amendment 
possib ly 
could b e interpreted so that, if approv ed b y 


O. IlOBLKR 
v oters, all occupation taxes against Con­ 
sum ers would b e knocked out regardless of 
the imposition of the 5 per cent tax b y the 
l.cgislaturc. If there is the possib ility of any 
legal q uestion, it is a safe b et that the 
q uestion would b e taken to court. 
★ 
Issues, if you want to call them that, 
which are ab out finished now are the b udg­ 
ets of the v arious gov ernmental sub div i­ 
sions. In general, they arc a b reak for the 
taxpayers as the ov er-all increase 
t h i s 
year is one of the smallest of recent times. 
The last b udget action taken b y the county 
was the approv al of an additional four 
deputy sheriffs and two cruiser ears. I*ar- 
tieuiarly in v iew of the more than 
*2 mill 
cut in the county’s tax lev y, this additional 
force should b e well receiv ed b y the pub lic. 
It is unreasonab le to expect that an adeq uate 
patrol job b e done throughout the county 
with the one cruiser and two deputies of 
past years. 
Of the issues that are of an indefinite 
status, the two most important at this tim e 
are 
the 
city’s 
access 
route to the interstate 
highway and the elec­ 
tion on the proposed new 
city charter. Both, it is 
hoped, are settled except for details accord­ 
ing to present thinking. The city Kngineer- 
ing D epartm ent appears to hav e decided in 
fav or of 9 th and 10th as interstate connec­ 
tions. Certainly, this .seems to b e the most 
practical and least expensiv e way of m eet­ 
ing the prob lem. It is hoped that these 
plans can now mov e forward without the 
disruption of any other conflicting inter­ 
ests. 
In the sam e way, it is hoped that the City 
Council takes early and em phatic action on 
the recom m endation of its adv isory com ­ 
m ittee for a special election on the charter 
in January. No date will ev er b e found that 
will b e satistactory to each and ev ery v oter 
or interest. Constant delay and deb ate ov er 
the election date simply does that much 
more harm to the charter cause.

painful. 
This is something to rem em b er should 
the West attem pt to conv ert its losing for­ 
tunes into gains b y resources dev elopment. 
The .'\rab likes to eat, b ut without his col­ 
lar, especially if it’s the outsider’s. 


The news wires this week carried the in­ 
telligence that American and Jordanian of­ 
ficials b roke ground on the largest irriga­ 
tion project ev er undertaken in that desert 
kingdom—a 41 mile canal which will di­ 
v ert w ater from the Jordan riv er for irri­ 
gation of 30,000 acres. 
Ultimately, in that 
spot the desert will b loom again and it is 
hoped that a m easure of happiness and 
tranq uility will v isit the place—a desidera­ 
tum that is more important than all the 
tom atoes and roasting ears to b e grown 
for Jordian b eneficiaries. 
While the dispatches noted that the proj­ 
ect was b ig for Jordan it is b ut a residual 
fragm ent of a greater scheme, adv anced b y 
President T rum an and offered b y E ric 
Johnston, with frustrating results, for the 
dev elopment of the entire v alley.

P rim a ry elections in sev eral states the 
past week added fresh ev idence from which 
political analysts will try to extract trends 
which can affect the general elections in 
Nov emb er. 


Missouri v oted heav ily for the renomi­ 
nation of Senator Stuart Symington, just as 
Michigan decisiv ely endorsed its perennial 
gov ernor, Mennen Williams. The elections 
in those two states went according to form 
and told the country that b oth winners will 
continue among the front runners for the 
D em ocratic presidential nomination. 


In Kansas, the prev iously div ided Repub ­ 
licans got b ehind Clyde Reed Jr., and will 
send him against 
Democratic 
gov ernor, 
George Docking, who carried the state in 


19 56 in the face of its sweep for Eisen­ 
hower. It could m ean that Jayhaw k Demo­ 
cratic resurgence is destined to b e short 
liv ed. 
The success of Senator Gore in the Ten­ 
nessee prim aries offers the most interesting 
connotations of all. ,Sen. Gore, a m oderate, 
was tested prim arily on the q uestion of 
civ il rights in a state where desegration is 
presum ed not popular. He faced Prentice 
Cooper, form er gov ernor, and the darling 
of the segregationists. 
Nev ertheless Gore 
surv iv ed. It was a significant answ er to 
.Arkansas which recently gav e a landslide 
v ictory to Gov ernor Orv al Faub us, and it 
suggests that in m any places in the South 
the man is still b igger than the civ il rights 
issue.
